The Federal grand jury, in a spe- 


‘cial report today to District Judge 


George H. Moore on its investiga- 
tion of the Sikeston (Mo.) lynch- 
ing of Jan. 25, declared that it had, 
“with great reluctance, come to 
the conclusion that the facts dis- 
closed do not constitute any Fed- 
eral offense.” No indictment was 
returned. 

The report characterized the 
mob killing of Cleo Wright, Negro 
ex-convict, as “a shameful out- 
rage against all the rights which 
Americans hold dear, and a de- 
plorable blot on the reputation of 
this state as a law-abiding, peace- 
loving commonwealth.”

Cripps said that, just as he had 
informed Commons last week, the 
government would not be able to 
reveal such plans “even in secret 
session.” 

William Gallacher, Communist, 
said “they could tell us if they had 
any intentions.”

Cripps, “that we have intentions.” 
He did not elaborate on this state- 
ment. 

Later Russia’s ambassador to 
Britain, Ivan Maisky, made a state- 
ment on the war situation to a 
closed meeting of Commons at- 
tended by members of all parties. 
Details of his remarks were kept 
secret but a formal announcement 
said he gave “full and frank state- 
ment on the progress of the war, 
particularly on the Russian front.” 

“Questions were asked and Mr. 
Maisky gave very frank replies,” 
the statement continued. “Mr. 
Maisky greatly impressed those 
present with his description of the 
war situation.”

share of responsibility is being put 
on industry itself under the watch- 
ful eye of Donald M. Nelson, WPB 
chief. 

“I consider this a constructive 
step forward,” said Bernard M. 
Baruch, who perhaps more than 
any «ther outside person has fol- 
lowed the repeated reshuffles of 
the war organization. “They are 
beginning to get the feel of it.” 

For the last two days Benjamin 
F. Fairless, head of the United 
States Steel Corporation; Eugene 
Grace of Bethlehem Steel, and 
other big steel men have been 
meeting here with WPB execu- 
tives. They are starting to move 
in on steel inventories, with the 
hope—in the face of an increas 
ingly serious shortage—that thou- 
sands of tons of idle steel can be 
converted to the war effort. 

Examples Cited. 

For example, it was discovered 
that an automobile manufacturer 
still has 50,000 tons of sheet steel 
for automobiles which he could not 
use in war production. He notified 
Washington early in January that 
he had this steel, but nothing was 
done about it. Now it will, in all 
probability, be reworked and put 
at once to war uses, 

Similarly, idle steel has been dis- 
covered in hundreds of freight cars 
in the New York industrial area. 
The steel makers themselves are 
seeking to end all such abuses. 
They know better than anyone else 
how to move in this field. 

It was just this responsibility put 
on the heads of an industry that 
Baruch has long advocated. He has 
argued that Government alone 
could not police such a vast area, 
and that the head of the war pro- 
duction organization would have 
to say to each industry: “Here is 
the job; it is your job; now go and 
do it. If you fail, we'll have to 
take you over.” 

Baruch has frequently discussed 
this plan with Nelson. Chairman 
of the War Industries Board in 
1918, Baruch has made himself al- 
most constantly available to the 
younger man, putting his experi- 
ence at the disposal of Nelson, 
who in this war is faced with per- 
haps an even greater responsibil- 
ity than confronted the boss of 
war production 24 years ago. 

Also close to Ferdinand Eber- 
stadt, chairman of the Army-Navy 
Munitions Board, Baruch has 
worked hard to reconcile the dif- 
ferences between Nelson and Eber- 
stadt. At one point Nelson be- 
lieved that the Army-Navy board 
wanted to take priorities away 
from him, and while he offered 
Eberstadt a position in WPB, the 
latter refused because he was not 
given the powers he had asked for. 

Differences Settled. 

Now all these differences are ap- 
parently resolved. Army-Navy Mu- 
nitions Board has agreed that Nel- 
son shall have final say on the 
allocation of vital materials. A 
party to this agreement was Lieut.

Srperintendent of Instruction 
Homer W. Anderson will take the 
stand in his own defense tonight 
when his ouster hearing before the 
Board of Education is resumed, 

The hearing, which began Tues- 
day night, is expected to end late 
tonight, following completion of 


the board’s case and the testimony 
of Dr, Anderson. The session will 
begin at 7:30 p. m. in the assembly 
room on the fifth floor of the 
Board of Education Building, 911 
Locust street. 

Dr. Anderson will attempt to re- 
fute charges that he has failed as 
an administrator since his appoint- 
memt two years ago as Superin- 
tendent of Instruction for a four- 
year term at an annual salary of 


$12,000. 
Hofmeister First Witness. 

He also is expected to explain his 
contention that his administration 
has been hampered by interference 
of School Board members. 

First witness tonight will be Dr. 
Rudolph Hofmeister, who had com- 
pleted his direct examination when 
the hearing was continued, He will 
be cross-examined by counsel for 
Dr. Anderson. 

Dr. Hofmeister, chairman of the 
board’s Instruction Committee, is 
the second board member to testi- 
fy. The first was Hugo Wurdack, 
economy leader of the board. Both 
testified in detail Tuesday why 
they believe Dr. Anderson has been 
an incompetent administrator. 

It was learned that the major- 
ity faction of the board opposing 
Dr. Anderson will finish its pre- 
sentation of evidence early tonight. 
In addition to the two witnesses, it 
has introduced as evidence reports 
setting out reasons for the dissatis- 
faction with the Superintendent. 

Seven Oppose Anderson. 

At least seven of the board mem- 
bers have come out in favor of Dr. 
Anderson’s dismissal and it is con- 
sidered doubtful if the hearing will 
change their minds, although some 
insist they will make no decision 
until the Superintendent has been 
heard. Three of the 12 board mem- 
bers are supportingithe Superin- 
tendent. 

Defense counsel has asked that, 
in the event the board votes to 
dismiss Dr. Anderson, an officer 
of the board be appointed as act- 
ing Superintendent until an appeal 
to the Circuit Court is heard on the 
ground the board has no statu- 
tory power of removal of the Super- 
intendent.

Differs Sharply With OPA Official 
Who Said Recommendation 
Is Before President. 


WASHINGTON, July 30 (AP).— 
Petroleum Co-Ordinator Ickes to- 
day declared that nationwide gaso- 
line rationing was not needed now 
as a measure to bring about larger 
deliveries of petroleum to the ra- 
tioned Eastern states. 

The statement, made at his press 
conference, differed sharply with 
the position of Joel Dean, gasoline 
rationing officer in the Office of 
Price Administration who said yes- 
terday a recommendation for na- 
tionwide rationing, indorsed by 
himself and OPA Chief Leon Hen- 
derson, now was before President 
Roosevelt. 

Ickes declined to discuss the pos- 
sibilities of universal gasoline ra- 
tioning as a rubber conservation 
measure. 

As to the Eastern petroleum sit- 
uation, he said that next winter 
“we may have to ask people to set 
their thermostats at 65 degrees or 
even lower, and to eliminate heat 
from several rooms of homes.” 

He referred to about 1,250,000 
homes in the East, and other es-

heating.

NEW YORK, July 30.—The Cardinals really sang the St. Louis 
Blues as they rested today, waiting to resume their desperate pennant 
drive against New York’s Giants at the Polo Grounds. , 


They mourned the loss of the 
rubber game of their three game 
series with the league-leading 
Brooklyn Dodgers and the things 
they said about Herr Adolf 
Schickelgruber should be short- 
waved to Berlin.

For Schickelgruber caused the 
war and the war caused dimouts 
along the Eastern Coast and dim- 
outs caused twilight baseball to be 
substituted for night ball at Eb- 
bets Field and it all resulted. in 
the Dodgers winning a 4 to 3 de- 
cision although they were reeling 
around punch drunk at the fin- 
ish. The game was curtailed to 
seven innings by the aforemen- 
tioned dimout regulations. 

It was the first game in the 
major leagues to run afoul of the 
dimout rules which .forbid flood- 
lights being on more 
hour after sundown in this area, 

It was a tough defeat at a 
tough time for the Redbirds, now 
eight full games out of first place. 
Both time and the schedule work 
against them now since the 
Dodgers very shortly will start a 
long campaign against the weaker 
Eastern teams. 

If last evening’s affair was THE 
game of 1942, it marks the second 
year in succession that Brooklyn 
Whit Wyatt and Cardinal Morton 
Cooper have made the key game 
of a pennant race a personal is- 
sue. Also the second successive 
year that the Dodger righthander 
has come out on top. 

But what a difference in the ball 
games. Last Sept. 13, the pair 
hooked up in a classic duel. Each 
pitched a three-hitter. The Dodgers 
were hitless until one man was out 
in the eighth when Dixie Walker 
and Billy Herman doubled in suc-

But last night, Cooper’s arm 
wasn't right and the Dodgers had 
belted him for four runs up to 
the moment he was yanked for a 
pinch hitter in the sixth.

He 
had more narrow escapes than 
Dick Tracy as the Cards left 10 
men stranded on the base paths in 
the last four innings of play. 

It. was odd-looking pitching. 
Wyatt seemed to*have rather less 
than —* at the start of each 
inning but when a jam developed 
he was effective enough.

Because the dimout 
was on a couple of minutes later 
and the entire seventh. inning 
would have been washed out of 
the records. 

It wasn’t a true ball game be- 
cause weather delayed the start 20 
minutes beyond the scheduled 6:45 
starting time. But as far as it 
went, the Dodgers did have the 
edge. Wyatt's own single drove in 
the run that balanced Country 
Slaughter’s first-inning homer. 
Reese’s single with the bases filled 
inthe fourth knocked in two and 
put Brooklyn in front. The final 
Dodger .run was sketchy, Dixie 
Walker* coming in from second 
when Sanders gummed up Ma- 
rion’s hurried throw on Medwick’s 
scratch single.

Its Own Protection. 

The very technique of the mass 
raid provides its own protection, 
in a sense, and Air Marsha] Harris 
saw this. 

It works out into simple arith- 
metic. For example, if there are 
10 bombers over a target that is 
defended by 100 anti-aircraft guns, 
the ratio is 10 guns to one plane. 
If 100 bombers are over the same 
target, there is one gun per plane. 
And so on. As the number of 
planes is increased, the number of 
planes for each anti-aircraft gun 
is increased correspondingly. 

At the same time, the mass raid, 
it is found, creates great confusion 
in the ground anti-aircraft crews, 
so that even their normal effec- 
tiveness is reduced by the very 
shower of planes and bombs over- 
head. 

The theory was proved out. in 
the Cologne and Essen raids. The 
average of the two raids was a loss 
of only 4 per cent of the bombers 
involved. Previously the average 
loss in smaller English raids, over 
two years, had been 10 per cent. 

Also, the explosive force of 
bombs, especially the huge types 
now being used, is cumulative in a 
mass ‘raid. 

The bomber is in effect merely a 
very long gun that can déliver ex- 
plosives hundreds of miles. But, 
through the giant explosive it car- 
ries, it packs far more punch than 
anything yet devised. The explosive 
effect increases disproportionately 
with the weight of a bomb, for less 
weight goes into the casing. 
Two-Ton Bombs. 

Recent press dispatches from 
England report the use of 4000- 
pound, or two-ton, bombs by the 
British. 

It is estimated that it requires 
about 300 tons of bombs for com- 
plete destruction within a square- 
mile radius, the technique being a 
mixture of 500, 1000 and 2000-pound 
bombs, both explosive and incendi- 
ary, to blast and start fires in all 
directions. It takes only about 6000 
tons of bombs to reduce to rubble 
a city about five miles by four. 

The effectiveness, too, of mass 
bombings, kept up continuously, is 
in keeping the salvage crews al- 
ways behind, never able to catch 
up with the successive destruction 
of key plants, power plants, rail- 
roads and transportation tbystems, 
so that a community becomes com- 
pletely demoralized.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE recent announcement by the 
State Board of Bar Examiners, that 
54 out of 63 candidates passed the June 
examination, is deserving of praise. 
Such publicity enables the public to 
determine whether those in practice are 
creating a monopoly: The above results 
indicate that a reasonable examination 
was given, and that the candidates were 
properly prepared by their schools. 
It also appears that the State board 

* . does not delegate its duties to others in 

: connection with its examinations. 

J Compare the publicity of this State 
board with the State Board of Ac 
countancy, which does not make any- 
thing public to the press regarding the 
results of its examinations. The results 
since 1909 are disgraceful, when you con- 
sider the number of outstanding univer- 

- gities in Missouri, and the knwledge that 
they provide a course of study which is 
sufficient to enable a reasonable per- 

3 centage of graduates to pass a reason- 

Be able examination. 

The Secretary of State provides a 
record of certificates issued, but does 
‘ not show those issued by waiver when 
J the law was enacted in 1909, and those 
3 issued by reciprocity since enactment. 

An , investigation will disclose that 
most of the time since 1909, the majority 
of the board members were associated 
with non-resident accounting firms; that 
one non-resident firm has had its local 
representatives on the board since 1909; 
‘that the examination questions are pre- 
pared and graded by a New-York cor- 
poration. 

A careful analysis of the entire history 
will convince anyone that the enjoyment 
of a monopoly is not confined to some 
labor unions. —— 

When a law permits such a condition, 
it is time for our Legislature to make a 
change. Any State that grants a certifi- 
cate of recognition should at least have 
a course of study in its university that 
will provide a reasonable opportunity 
for a citizen to obtain the certificate.

Director Hudson on Artistic Evaluation. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECENT news stories concerning the. 
proposed monument to the American 
Legion to be erected in Memorial Plaza 
have quoted my opinion as to its quality. 
In order that the record be kept straight, 
I should like to point out how unfor- 
tunate it is that any work of art, excel- 
lent or indifferent, should be subjected 
- to any judgment that can be based only 
upon the inadequate representation af- 
/forded by newspaper reproduction, 

This is particularly true when the 
work is executed in three dimensions 
and is meant to be seen from all sides, 
My conviction of the unfairness of any 
criticism so based has not been accented 
in the quoting of my opinion of this 
monument, and the impression which 
has been created is not strictly correct. 

While it is true that the sense of the 
work that is conveyed by newspaper 
reproduction seems to suggest a com- 
plete lack of desirable qualities, it is 
wholly possible that the original work 
may be more nearly. adequate, No one 
can judge of this without access to the 
original designs. 

The only group to have such access, to 
my knowledge, has been the Fine Arts 
Commission, and its judgment can be 
the only judgment which is soundly 
based. Therefore, if the original design 
is actually as inadequate as the photo- 
graphs make it appear to be, criticism 
should be leveled at the commission 
rather than at the originators of the 
monument. 

It is most unfortunate that matters 
requiring a discriminating and informed 
critical judgment should have to be 
tried before the court of civic opinion 
with so little authentic evidence pre- 
sented, It is certainly not fair to the 
sculptor nor to the work of any artist. 

All such controversies could readily be

better life; he wanted to make life 
easier for humanity. It would seem that 
such a man was not born to die. It would 
*¢em that he was born for happiness. 

“He died at his fighting post. He died be- 
cause he loved life: because he loved his 
friends, because he loved his country.” 

And what can we add to these simple 
words of his friend and fellow-writer Uya 
Ehrenbourg? 

We in America have always felt especial- 
ly close to Petrov. Together with his bril- 
liant collaborator, Ilya Iif, he came to be 
‘known as the Soviet Mark Twain, and the 
two books by which we know him best give 
substance to the comparison. In “The Lit- 
tle Golden Calf” and later in “Little Golden 
America,” Petrov and Ilf combined a bril- 
liant sense of humor with a basically serious 
intention, 

In the great satirical tradition of Swift 
and Saltykov, Voltaire and Mark Twain, 
they were the relentless foe of the hypo- 
crite, the fool and the petty bureaucrat. 
If their weapon was laughter, their purpose 
was to win the day for sanity. * 

After their visit. to the United States in 
1935, these authors held up the mirror to us 
in a delightful survey which was at once 
penetrating in its frankness and sympathet- 
ic in its understanding. “One-Storied Amer- 
ica” was the Russian title of “Little Golden ' 
America, for the writers saw beyond the 
skyscrapers to the plain communities of our 
land, They liked us,

Traveling around the country in their 
Ford, they saw us at work in Chicago and 
Santa Fe, at Boulder Dam and in the 
Southern states. Their chapter on: Negroes 
shows a magnificent insight into the stu- 
pidities and horrors of oppression and dis- 
crimination. . 

“Oh, if only the Southern gentleman, the 
kind-hearted spectator or the participant of 
a lynching-bee, suddenly understood’ that in 
order to attain full 100 per cent humanity 
he needs what he lacks—namely, these very 
Negro characteristics he derides! What, 
would he say to that?” 

_ Always, as.in this section, the writers 
distinguish between the smaller group of 
evil forces in the country and the splendid 
| qualities of our people as a whole. And

ner escaped from the shells and marching 
armies and was busily scratching away 
among the ashes.” 

It was at Murmansk that Petrov was 
asked, as Ilya Ehrenbourg who was present 
tells us: “Would you like to go to Sevasto- 
pol?”

16-Room Home Was Built 
When Promoter Was Es- 
tablishing Suburb. 


A wrecking crew today was com- 
pleting the job already begun by 
age and neglect, destruction of the 
16-room mansion at 2 Yale avenue, 
University City, built by E. G. 
Lewis at the turn of the century 
when the promoter, at the zenith 
of his career, was establishing Uni- 
versity City. 

Vandals in recent years have 
ripped expensive paintings from the 
walls, and hoboes who found re- 
fuge from cold nights in the vacant 
building have damaged the interior 
with fires they built on the floors, 
using for firewood the paneling of 
imported mantels. 

The property includes grounds 
that once contained five acres of 
bird sanctuaries, rustic bridges, 
and gardens. There is still a dry 
swimming pool. It is owned by 
Joseph Goodman of Los Angeles, 
former St. Louis attorney who 
bought the place for $25,000 in 1927, 
and lived there until 1939. Orig- 
inally the house is said to have 
cost $100,000, 

The Atlas Wrecking & Lumber. 
Co. began razing the structure this 
morning. I. H. Koplar, president 
of the wrecking firm, said the de- 
struction of the home should be 
completed in about three weeks. 

Lewis left St. Louis broke and 
owing about seven million dollars 
in 1912.

BARE BAYONETS

glimpses of a blackened German 
baby tank. . 

Some 30 yards from it, the heads 
and shoulders of men rose in suc- 
cession from foxholes. When an 
arm was lifted we saw a hand 
gripping a bottle. Then a swift, 
hard pitch and a sharp splintering 
of glass which was immediately 
drowned in another roar of flames. 
Even at 30 yards these boys were 
good shots. They hit a tank every 
time—and they did not grow up 
throwing baseballs, either. 

Everywhere we found bronzed 
young men, built like athletes and 
hard as nails, working eut their 
war lessons with extreme intensity. 
Some were drilling, some dis- 
mantling machineguns, some study- 
ing captured German weapons and, 
on the football field, the most real- 
istic bayonet duels I have ever 
seen were being fought. 

The men wore masks but used 
naked bayonets. see mangos, par- 
ried, clubbed their rifles to block 
blows and, with the same motion, 
reversed their/ weapons into coun- 
terstrokes at their opponents’ 
bodies. Others were charging and 
side-stepping through an open field 
of half a dozen adversaries—and 
getting marks on how many oppo- 
nents they disarmed and how many 
breastwide swinging targets of 
wood they hit squarely with the 
bayonet, 

This is the oldest officers’ train- 
ing camp in the Soviet Union and 
was founded by Lenin early .in 
1918. Today many hundreds of 
candidates for lieutenancy in the 
Red Army are getting the stiffest 
kind of schooling here—and stiff is 
the only adjective to use. This 
place is just as business-like and 
just as saturated with severe dis- 
cipline as West Point. 

It has a further advantage, 
namely, that every officer in- 
structing here Has fought the 
Germans at the front and most 
of them have been decorated for 
exceptional merit. So these men 
are getting nothing but praetical 
lessons based on battle experi- 
ence in this war. : 

It is surprising to observe how 
young these embryo lieutenants 
are, Although the Russian Army 
has been fighting more than 13 
months and has sustained casu- 
alties exceeding 4,500,000, all this 
new blood for the Soviet’s offi- 
cers’ cadre ranges from 20 to 23 
years old, Some of them have al- 
ready fought as privates and non- 
coms in the war but the majority 
are drawn from ci@lian occupa- 
tions. They are required to have 
completed eighth grade schooling 
and many have had much more, 
They have got-to be as fit as the 
toughest drilled American foot- 
ball squads te stand the pace 
here, -You see that the way they 
are ‘driven at their work. 

The commander of this training 
camp is Col. Simeon Mladentsev, 
and he wears four medals, includ- 
ing the Gold Star and the Order 
of Lenin.

MARINE KILLED IN ATLANTIC 
ACTION, SISTER IS NOTIFIED 


Word of the death of Robert 
Watson, Marine Corps fireman, 
who had been stationed aboard an 
A tic merchant vessel for less 
than two weeks, has been received 
by a sister, Miss Lillian Watson, 
6144 Etzel avenue. 

Watson’s mother, Mrs. Opal 
Knies of Peoria, was notified June 
15 that he was missing in action. 
A letter from a shipping company 
the following day reported Watson 
had been killed in the Atlantic 
war zone.

Miadentsev, the Colonel’s name, 
means Baby in Russian. He is a 
big, 220-pounder, this Col. Baby. 
Col. Baby tells me his cadets 
get up at 5 o'clock every morn- 
ing; after breakfast they have six 
straight hours of field exercises 
and classes, six more hours in the 
afternoon, two hours of study 
after supper and they turn in at 
10 o’clock at night. That means 
at least 14 hours of high-pressure 
work every day. They have to do 
it because now instead of one 
year’s training for the better-edu- 
cated men and a two-year course 
for the lesser schooled cadets, 
they all have to qualify in six 
months, 
Every man here can gain his 
lieutenancy only by being expert 
with rifle, with bayonet, with anti- 
tank grenades and every other 
aspect of infantry fighting in this 
war. 
Endurance and skill are two 
things emphasized above every- 
thing else in the training of Rus- 
sian Army officers.. Long hard 
marches, which begin at less than 
five miles and go up to 25 miles, 
are the regular diet for officers as 
well as privates. Col, Baby says 
that one of his companies marched 
13 miles in two hours, 22 mnutes, 
crossing a river en route, and then 
went into active firing practice. 
This kind of training explains the 
remarkable endurance of the Rus- 
sian soldiers, 

This camp is laid out in pines 
and birches on a slight knoll beside 
a big lake, Its underwalks are 
swept clean, its flower beds are 
without a single weed, and in the 
brown earth along the walks are 
slogans lettered with bricks. One 
slogan reads: “If the enemy does 
not surrender you must destroy 
him.” Another reads: “Long live 
the friendship between the peoples 
of the Soviet Union, Great Britain 
and the United States of America.” 

In the dormitories, which are 
spic and span, are pictures of 
Russian political and military lead- 
ers, war cartoons and information 
bulletin boards. Along the paths 
we read such pledges as this: 
“Fortifications section promises to 
get 60 per cent of its marks excel- 
lent, 30 per cent good, and no bad.” 
Only a 10 per cent margin is left 
for marks which are merely satis- 
factory. 

This is the same system of So- 
cialist competition, applied to offi- 
cers’ training, as exists in every 
war industry and factory in the 
Soviet Union. The effect is very 
simple. Every candidate for a 
lieutenant’s commission must aim 
to do his absolute best—every day 
without the slightest relaxation of 
effort.

cause of bombing. - We've seen 
Warsaw endure a protracted de- 
luge of bursting steel without a 
whimper, and we've seen the Brit- 
ish defy the most terrific bombard- 
ment of history. 

The Germans are a brave people 
and it will take a lot to break their 
morale, It wasn’t fear of death by 
violence that made them surren- 
der in the last war, but a combina- 
tion of other circumstances; stark 
hunger, the result of the British 
blockade; lack of a just cause for 
which to make further sacrifice for 
their war lord; and the encourage- 
ment of President Wilson’s "utopian 
Fourteen Points, 

However, similar circumstances 
are beginning to pile up on them 
now. Apart from other things, un- 
less Hitler achieves success in this 
summer offensive, his people are 
likely to experience a winter of 
terrible distress. And certainly the 
death and destruction and nerve- 
strain caused by bombing won’t 
give their morale any uplift. 

There’s one other interesting 
thought. Any Allied invasion of the 
continent must be preceded by a 
fierce aerial bombardment of 
coastal defenses, air bases, and 
transport lines. Once the bombing 
has cleared the way, we may get 
that second front.

The essential points of this plan 
are the first and second. While 
it is doubtful whether they go as 
far as Congress moderates would 
like, they approach it. The Con- 
gress moderates want a declara- 
tion from the United Nations guar- 
anteeing Indian independence after 
the war. Their chief concern, how- 
ever, is to obtain real political pow- 
er for the duration of the war by 
divesting the viceroy of his. rights 
to veto and override acts of his 
executive council. Sapru’s sugges- 
tion No. 2 would largely provide 
for this and without any funda- 
mental change in the constitution 
or the government framework to 
which the British would strenuous- 
ly object so long as the war is on. 
Suggestion 3 would make the In- 
dianization of the viceroy’s coun- 
cil almost complete with the war 
portfolio held by Gen. Sir Archi- 
bald Wavell, the only important 
one remaining in British hands.
